Which one of these public bodies will take the initiative in an 
effort to secure the means to equip the public institutions and 
the public schools with proper and adequate buildings and at the 
same time equalize the burdens of taxation? 

Will Mayor Wells or the Board of Education take the initiative? 

Why not both combine in the task?

French Gen. Voyron Has Written 

Three Letters Anent Chinese War. 

PARIS, Oct. 28.—The Paris Matin pub- 
lishes three letters writen by Gen. Voy- 
ron, who commanded the French forces in 
China, to Field Marshal Count Von Wal- 
dersee. The letters show how strained, dur- 
ing the entire period of the foreign occu- 
pation, were the relations between the 
French general and the commander-in- 
chief of the allies. The publication is sig- 
nificant, because it must be by the con- 
sent of Gen.* Voyron or some authorized 
colleague of that general. 

The first’ letter uphoids the French right 


to protect Catholic missions, which Count 
Von Waldersee contested. The second leét- 
ter, replying to the field marshal's protest 
against the numerous French flags run up 
between Pekin and Pao-Ting-Foo says that 
the French occupation does not exclude 
other powers, except where French rights 
are exclusive. The third letter criticizes 
Count Von Waldersee's scheme for organ- 
izing the government of Pekin.

THEY USE TUNES FOR HYMNS. 


Rev. Janvier, Missionary at Allahabad, 
Who Is in St. Louis, Tells | 
of Work There. 


“The rag-time problem, or its counter- 
part, in India, has been solved by the 
Christian missionaries, who have appro- 
priated the popular melodies and placed 
them in the church hymnal.” 

Rev. C. A. R. Janvier, a missionary of 
the Presbyterian foreign board in Allaha- 
bad, India, who is in St. Louis for a four- 
days’ stay, thus gives a view from the 
other sige of the globe of the question now 
vexing St. Louls musicians. 

Rev. Janvier was a member of com- 
mittee of the Presbyterian synod India 
which revised the hymnal, ‘“Zabur aur Git,”’ 
and instituted 2 age the first time in 
the volume, whith formerly contained 
only the words of ms. :

The latter included both the older type 
of sacred songs and the more modern, or 
Moody and Sankey, hymns and tunes;

Stranger Named Ferguson Presents 
$20 Bill of Number Stolen in Great

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 2.—The county 
authorities believe that the man Fergu- 
son, who yesterday afternoon, when ac- 
cused of complicity in the Great Northern 
train robbery, fought his way through po- 
lice and escaped, is surrounded in woods 15 
miles northeast of this city. 

Bloodhounds and a posse are in the brush. 
Two hounds were killed by the fugitive. 

Cornefed by officers Sunday, Ferguson, 
forcibly pressing into service a n 
team, a horse and buggy and a horse suc- 
cessively, eluded his pursuers. 

For desperate nerve and reckless daring 
the police have seen no equal to the ex- 
hibition of yestérday. So vicious was the at- 
tack of this single man upon two detec- 
tives, backed by four sturdy policemen, 
that the constabulary was momen ly 
stunned and did not find its feet until the 
Sneanee had a good lead on the road to 
safety. 

The man is believed by the police to be

Twen- 
ty yards from the entrance stood a saddle 
horse, the property of a young society man. 

Into the saddle vaulted Ferguson, and he 
was away like the wind. Here the police 
lost his trail. Late in the afternoon the 
horse was found, tied to a fence five miles 
out. 

Bloodhounds were then employed and the 
trail followed over the fields. At nightfall, 
fifteen miles from Shelby park, two hounds 
were found shot to death. 

This leads the authorities to believe that 
Ferguson is hiding in the dense wood in 
that vicinity. 

Last night a wallet found at the entrance 
of the park was turned over to the police.
